AFL in Contra Costa 
County Wins Fight— 

In Contra. Costa county, 
where the CIO planned their 
attack on the building trades 
by “raiding” the industry, the 
AFL so far has come out on 
top. 

And the reasons or the an- 
swer is simple: The CIO has 
nothing to offer the building 
mechanic, only worse than non- 
union conditions, while the A. 
F. of L. has through its 50 
years of existence something in 
common with the worker. 


In the A. F. of L. buiding 
trades office in Contra Costa 
county, day by day, comes 
many former members of the 
CIO construction trades coun- 
cil asking for admission. They 
say they are fed up on the 
working conditions as_ laid 
down by the CIO, which they 
say, are worse than working 
under the open shop. One fel- 
low said recently: 


“IT worked non-union for 
several years, then I joined the 
CIO construction trades, and 
now I find I had better condi- 
tions before I joined than at 
present. The CIO has nothing 
to offer only a lower wage and 
longer hours, that’s the reason 
why I want to join an Amer- 
ican institution.” 

There are hundreds of oth- 
ers like the above and that’s 
the reason why the CIO is 
sort of a ‘dead fish” in among 
a lot of live wires. They are 
through and they know it.

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HILLMAN SPURNS LEWIS AND REFUSES |J. A. Picnic at 
TO NAME CIO MAN TO DEFENSE BOARD 


Sidney Hillman sharply rebuffed 
his chief, John L. Lewis, over the 
issue of appointments to the labor 
policy advisory committee to the 
national defense advisory commis- 
sion, according to an exchange of 
letters made public by the New 
York Times. 

The significant incident arose 
when James J. Matles, organization 
director of the CIO United Elec- 
trical, Radio and Machine Work- 
ers of America, protested to Lewis 
against the fact that this union 
had been excluded from represen- 
tation on the committee. 

Matles wrote to Lewis on July 22 
that Hillman had turned down his 
demands for representation be- 
cause the U. E. R. M. W. was 
“tinged with red” and had not 
squared itself politically.” He urged 
that Assistant Secretary of Labor 
Dan W. Tracy, former president of 
the A. F. of L. international broth- 
erhood of electrical workers, be re- 
moved from the committee to make 
way for an officer of the CIO 
union. 

Lewis promptly transmitted 
Matles’ letter to Hillman and 
backed up his demands. He also 
sent copies of the Matles letter and 
his own to every member of the 
CIO executive board.

IS NOT SETTLED 


Strike Committee Issues 
Statement; Union Labor

that the Gantner and Mattern 
strike is settled, the strike com- 
mitted warned the public today 
ihat the strike is still on. 

“We are ready to continue 
this campaign,” said Louis Nel- 
son, eastern director of the 
drive, “until the firm is ready 
to negotiate with the union. 
The Gantner and Mattern 
workers are still locked out and 
we will not give up until they 
are returned to their jobs.” 

The strike committee further

The full pur- 
chasing power of these millions 
will be thrown on the side of the 
strikers during the coming season.

Hillman, who is labor coordinator 
for the defense commission, also 
denied he had accused the CIO 
union with being “red.” 

The New York Times story said 
this dispute provided a “new source 
of friction between Mr. Lewis and 
Mr. Hillman.” The latter also sent 
his letter to every member of the 
CIO executive board. 


San Rafael Union 
Faces Combination 
Of Court-Employer 


Restaurant Employs 
Chinese Cooks as AFL 
Workers Walk Out 


Ignoring decisions of the United 
States supreme court and the Cali- 
fornia state supreme court, Supe- 
rior Court Judge Edward I. Butler, 
of Marin county, lasi Saturday is- 
sued a restraining order forbidding 
picketing and boycotting of three 
San Rafael restaurants by mem- 
bers of Bartenders and Culinary 
Workers’ Union No. 126. In issuing 
the injunction, Judge Butler fol- 


}lowed the unusual practice of de- 


nying the union a hearing on the 
unsupported claims of the employer 
before signing the picketing ban. 

The cafes against which the union 
is on strike are: Morre’s Marin 
Candy company, 1242 4th street, 
and two restaurants operated by 
Guy McElroy. 


Strike vote against the restau- 
rants was taken last Tuesday, after 
the employers had refused to nego- 
tiate a new contract providing for 
wage increases and more accurate 
working classifications. Seven out 
of the nine employes in the Moore 
establishment hit the bricks; the 
two who failed to go out were non- 
union Chinese cooks. All of the Mc- 
Elroy employes, numbering seven- 
teen or eighteen, answered the 
strike call, with the employer at- 
tempting to replace them with 
Chinese recruited from San Fran- 
cisco’s Chinatown. 

In their request for the injunc- 
tion, which Judge Butler signed, 
employers take position that they 
are entitled to organize into Marin 
better business council but that 
workers must deal as individuals. 

The legal department of the Cali- 
fornia State Federation of Labor 
swung into action to protect right 
of union to _ picket legally and 
peacefully and is confident that it 
will obtain a reversal of Judge 
Butler’s ruling, despite taunts from 
Seiber L. Sefton, attorney for the 
employers that: “You are not in 
San Francisco now.” 


OPTICAL WORKERS 
AFFILIATE WITH 
JEWELRY UNION 


Reports from San Francisco say 
that William Green, president of 
the A. F. of L. is in accord with 
the optical workers affiliating with 
the international jewelry workers’ 
union. 

Green said: “The optical workers 
are connected directly with a good 
portion of the retail jewelry stores 
and by combining with the interna- 
tional jewelry workers’ union 
greater strength for all is gained.” 

The optical workers recently ex- 
tended their agreement for another 
month by mutual consent of the 
employers. Negotiations will begin 
next month.

“The state industrial accident 
commission should either speed up 
its work or make financial provi- 
sion for those rendered destitute 
by its failure to make decisions 
promptly,” Vandeleur said. 


CONTRA COSTA 
TEAMSTERS GET 
WAGE BOOSTS 


Wage increases of 25 cents per 
day for horse drivers and 50 cents 
per day for truck drivers were ob- 
tained last week in a_ contract 
signed between the Redwood Man- 


ufacturing company, of Pittsburg, 
and General Drivers and Helpers’ 


Union, Local No. 315, of Contra 
Costa county, according to Paul 
Burg, secretary-treasurer of the 
local union. 

Burg also reported that a 50 cents 


per day increase for teamsters was 
incorporated in the contract signed 
between the Associated General 
Contractors of Contra Costa county 


and the building trades council, 
covering heavy construction. He 
described the contract with the 


ACC as being most favorable not 
only to the teamsters but to all the 
building trades unions, with their 
union wage scales, working classi- 
fications and standards made a 
part of the pact. 


Beauty Parlor Operator 
Fined for Installing 
Plumbing Fixtures 


A. J. Seitz, operator of a non- 
union beauty parlor in Petaluma, 
pleaded guilty last week to charges 
of violating the municipal code by 
installing plumbing fixtures with- 
out the supervision of a licensed 
master plumber. 

Charges have also been made 
that Seitz violated the municipal 
code further by doing his own 
electrical work, which requires the 
supervision of a licensed electri- 
cian. It is alleged that because the 
chairs in his beauty parlor are not 
properly grounded his patrons face 
the possibility of electrocution.

AFL Fishermen at 
Monterey Win 
Board Decision 


Collective Bargaining 
Vote Called in 30 Days 


The national labor relations 
board in Washington reversed its 
San Francisco office last Saturday 
in sustaining contentions of A. F, 
of L. fishermen that rulings of the 
local regional office had served to 
deprive fishermen of Monterey of 
effective collective bargaining 
rights for the current fishing sea- 
son. 

In a telegram received by the 
legal department of the state fed- 
; eration of labor from Nathan Witt, 
|secretary of the NLRB, it was or- 
dered that: 

1. Election of exclusive bar- 
gaining agent to be held as 
promptly as possible and not 
later than thirty days from Au-

| NLRB had ruled at the request of 
ithe CIO, representing an admitted 
no more than ten or twelve of the 
jnine hundred fishermen in the 
port, that an election would have to 
be postponed for ninety days, or 
until the close the fishing sea- 
son, and that in the interval em- 
ployers were forbidden to negotiate 
a union shop contract with A. F. of 
L. fishermen’s union. Harry Lunde- 
berg, head of the seafarer’s inter- 
national union, of which Monterey 
fishermen are members, asserted 
that this ruling by local NLRB of- 
fice would leave fishermen at the 
mercy of employers for current 
fishing season. 

Original decision of the local 
NLRB was based upon complaints 
filed by the CIO in 1938 and dug 
up on eve of 1940 fishing season to 
cripple negotiations with employ- 
ers. The CIO had also demanded 
that voting be restricted to fisher- 
men employed during the 1938 
season.

Labor Provisions in Contracts 


National Council Issues Statement 


Details of labor provisions being proposed for incorporation 
into contracts let by the government in connection with its na- 
tional defense program were disclosed recently in a letter 
received by C. J. Haggerty, president of the California State 


Federation of Labor, from John P. Coyne, president of the build- 
ing and construction trades department of the A. F. of L. The 
regulations were drafted by the labor advisory commission to 


oa council of national defense, and are as follows: 


. Employes shall not work in excess of 40 hours per week 
or 8 hours per day except in cases of emergency. 
accepted hours of work for the industry and locality are less 
than 40 hours a week the recognized standard shall prevail, ex- 
cept in cases of emergency. When it is necessary to work in 
excess of 40 hours per week or 8 hours per day, or where work is 
required on Saturdays, Sundays or holidays, overtime shall be 


paid in accordance with the local recognized practice. 


2. Recognized local standards for payment of shift work shall | 


be followed.

Standards of Living 
There can be little doubt that the 
average working man’s standard of 
living is going to suffer immeas- 
urably as a result of the great war 


now in progress. This is certain, 
whether or not the United States 
becomes directly involved. 

At the present writing it is dif- 
ficult to establish an accurate fig- 
ure as to the actual decrease in 
real earning power since only a 
year ago. From wunquestionable 
figures compiled by the U. S. bu- 
reau of statistics and the consumers’ 
union we learn that “today it takes 
$1.10 to buy the same amount of 
food that could be purchased for 
$1 before the outbreak of the Eu- 
ropean war.” This additional out- 
lay in expense must be coupled 
with the increasing tax burdens 
that are daily mounting. 

As emphasized in an excellent 
article entitled “War and Prices” 
by the consumers’ union, published 
in this month’s issue of the Painter 
& Decorator we find this enlighten- 
ing paragraph: “Nor should con- 
sumers unquestionably accept the 
increased cost of raw materials as 
an excuse for sharp advances on 
manufactured commodities, inas- 
much as the price of such commo- 
dities represents the cost of labor, 
overhead, middlemen’s commis- 
sions and a variey of profits in 
addition to that of materials. In 
many products the cost of raw ma- 
terials contributes only a small 
amount to the total price. As busi- 
ness week recently commented: 
‘There’s only one pound—10 cents’ 
worth—of cotton in a $1.50 broad- 
cloth shirt’. Similarly consumers 
should not be taken in by attempts 
to label increased labor costs the 
villain in the piece. During the 
world war wage advances lagged 
so far behind price rises that the 
purchasing power of American 
workers in that period was from 10 
per cent to 20 per cent less than in 
1915.”

One safe bet is that Brother Hag- 
gerty, president of the federation, 
will be unopposed. His ability and 
fairness as chairman of this great 
organization has been hailed from 
one end of the state to the other. 
But one never knows. 

We understand that Jimmie 
Quinn, president of the local build- 
ing trades council, will be nom- 
inated for delegate from the state 
body to the annual convention of 
the A. F. of L. At this writing we 
know of no other nominees. Be- 
cause we know Jim intimately, for 
the swell guy that he is, and be- 
cause he would make an able repre- 


|sentative from the state of Califor-
